GREEABLE to the Impartiality we 
have obſerved from the Beginning of this 
Work, it is fit we give an Account, from 

other cotenipitery Hiſtorians, of the above Re- 
volutions at Athens; which we are the rather in- 
clined to do, from obſerving, that Lyvcias, 
ATHENZus, and others we have: cited, ſeem © 
better pleaſed to dwell on the dark Side both of 
Characters and Tranſactions, than to ſhew them 
in a favourable Light; 'and would hide, rather 
than reveal, the Motives that induced Men to 
vary from the Courſes they had ſhaped before 
with Applauſe and univerſal Approbation, and, 
ſo much to their own Diſadvantage, to croſs 
upon the general Affections, and forfeit the Opi- 
nion of the People. 

The Affectation of Wit is, next to Ul- nature. 
the worſt Quality of an hiſtorical Writer; and 
yet, to be deemed zhe wity Hiſtorian (which is 
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Reproach rather than Praiſe) has miſled many to 


purſue that Character; and the Authors, from 
whom I have principally extracted the Subject of 
theſe Obſervations, are ſo extremely addicted to 
theſe two favourite Paſſions *, (of Wit and IIl- 
nature) that, rather than fail in either, they ſet 
at nought the Faith of Hiftory, (as we ſhall give 
Inſtances of in this Chapter) and take every Op- 
portunity, at the Expence of it, to gratify an 
Iich of Mind, which affords the ſame Pleaſure 
People ordinarily find, in fcratching the Parts 
tainted with that loathſome Diſeaſe. To be ilt- 
natured, is to be half a Wit; but the worſt half, 
and the eaſieſt ta be attained.

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States, may blunder and retrieve, may fall and 


riſe again, becauſe the Means of Recveſs are in 
themſelves ; but a dependent State, undone by 


itſelf, muſt be undone for ever, from the natural 
Jealouly that poſſeſſes Mankind, when they ſee an 


nferior growing towards Equality, and the per- 
verſe Satisfaction ariſing from a Compariſon of 
Conditions, which is founded, not as it ought to 
be, on the ſuperior Proſperit of the firſt, but 
on the relative 'Adverfity of the latter. We are 
high in our own Efteem, when we ſee our Friends 


in a lower Situation, and will hardly help them to 
riſe, though to our own ſubſtantial Felicity; fo 


prevalent is Pride above Humanity, and even 
Self-intereſt too. 

A ſtrange Cuſtom was eſtabliſhed in the PRxix A- 
NEUM from immemorial Time, that after a Pre- 
ident was choſen (at his own moſt earneſt Re- 
queſt made to every Pritane of the Aſſembly) he 
muſt entreat them vehemently to proceed to the 
Election of another in his Room, affuring them, 
he was no Way fit for the Diſcharge of ſo high a 
Truſt; which Requeſt the Pritanes were never fa 
obliging as to grant, and, under this Diſtreſs, 


the Preſident had Recourle to the Governor for the 


ſame Favour, but was always refuſed; though, 
indeed, it is Matter of Wonder, that ſo affecting 
a Speech on the Occaſion as that of young Dem a- 
DES, Preſerved by ArHENAÆus, could fail to 
have the deſired Effect. 


Good ATHENIANS, 
aan! you will think it a Joke, 
when I entreat you to proceed to the 
Choice of another Preſident; but, Plague con- 
found me, if I am not in Earneſt.

Mercury, I can hardly help laughing myſelf, 
when I ſurvey my Perſon in theſe new Robes.

Aſk my Brother Rick *, who fits there. 
What a Plague! Are you laughing too? 
Demons choak you all. I'll tell the Governor 
of this. But, in the mean Time, pray herr 
me. I told Rick, as I was ſaying, (who is 
really a good Fellow, and a grave Lad at other 
Times) and I adviſed with him about it. 
Look you, Brother, ſaid he, what dye mean? 
Now, by Hercules, I never meant any one 
Thing in my Life, but Game, and Mirth, and 
good Humour, and good Cheer; and, my 
Lads, I have got the beſt Cargo of Cyprus ever 
landed in Athens. I'll ſend my Bailiff, what, 
d'ye call him? the ſquat Man there, with the 
familiar Face, to tell you all when you ſhall 
drink with me; that is, if you are ſo kind as 
to put me out of this Seat; for, burn me, if 
I be in the leaſt fit for it. Recollect how many 
hundred Times I have told you I knew nothing 
of the Buſineſs, and, left you ſhould not take 
my Word for it, didn't I prove it every Time I 
ſtood up to put you right? May all the Gods 
and Goddeſſes frown me to Perdition, if I 
know what to ſay or do here, and, unleſs there 
be ſome Virtue and Influence in the Timber of

ſhaken them out of his Cap, with as much 


Conſiſtency as he has laid them before you. 
But PERIANDER is up. Hum! he has changed 
his Tone ſince I heard him laſt. He ſpeaks 
very well, though 'tis in Praiſe of me. I per- 


ceive, Athenians, you are reſolved to nail me 


to this Seat; but I muſt tell PerranDes, 
though I thank him, I am not in Love with 
Compliments; I had as lieve be cudgelled as 
complimented, it's like a formal Raſcal eter- 
nally bowing to me, I muſt give him Bow for 
Bow; and it's the ſame Thing, whether my

Am an unhappy young Fellow, though 

come of good Friends, and being I had but 
a ſlender Education, am come, in moſt hum- 
ble Manner, to requeſt, that, among the other 
great Services you are daily doing for Attica, 
you would be pleafed to releaſe me from an 
Office my Countrymen have choſen me to, as 


much againſt my Will as my Senſe of my Ina- 


bility to ſuſtain it. The Gods can witneſs for 
me hat Pains I took, late and early, by Day 
„ © an

and Night, to prevail on the good Athenians to 
chuſe PeyTHeEus in my Stead; but ſome 
laughed and flouted, others looked grave; fo, 
between Jeſt and Earneſt, your Excellence fees 
what they have made of me; it's in your Power 
to unmake me, which I moſt humbly requeſt 


at your Hands. Aye! aye! my Boys, laugh 


on, you may chance to find it no laughing 
Matter. But as belike, your Excellency has 
heard too good a Character of me, which may 
move you to refuſe my humble Requeſt, I 
muſt caution your Excellency againſt ſome Par- 
tialities may lie in my Favour, and weigh too 
much with you. There's my honoured Father, 
DeMaDEs, thinks the Sun ſhines -— ſomewhere 
or other about me. By the Light that ſhines, 
(he would ſay to me) DR, thou art the likeſt me 
of all my Sons. And his Daughter-in-law, (my 
Lady, an't pleaſe your Excellency) who has one 
Fault, that is, ſhe's too fond of me; will tell 
you, (if you give Ear to her) that I'm as fit for 
the Place as the Laſ is to the Shoe it was made 
on, and would fill it compleatly : But I beſeech 
your Excellency to take it on my Word, I am 
not that Sort of Man at all. Would you have 
an honeſt Fellow, a Sort of a univerſal Sportſ- 
man? I'm your Man. D'ye want a Fiſher, or 
a Fowler, to take the Water like a Theſſalian 
Shock, or ſtick an Arrow in the ſoaring Stork ? 
I'm your Man. Would you conquer at the 
Olympick Games, make me your Charioteer. 
For leaping, racing, or fliding on the icy 
Lakes of Thrace, no Man better than I; but, 
for ſitting ftill, looking grave, and brown 
Study, and the like, I'm as much out of Ele- 
ment as a Fiſh on Land. Here's my Friend 


« SPRIGHTLY *, had been better for the Place than 


The Greek is, PROTHIMUS, 7.e. brit, but uſurped, 


to ſignify a grave Perſon, or (which is the fame in the 


Greek) dull. 
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I, fo far as looking grave goes; he never 


laughed but once, and that was at a Funeral. 


Or why not DisMALL ; he looks, at all Times, 
like (Plague on him! I forget his Name) he 
that eat his own Sons in a Pye. But, of all 
the Pritanes, to fix on me, was a ſcurvy Trick. 
I know it was a Plot on me by ſome Wa 

who are merry enough at my Back here ; but I 
beſeech, good your Excellency, diſappoint them. 
Well, I fee I muſt abide by it; and fo, my 
Lads, follow me back, and [I'll tell you more 


* of my Mind. 


Since it is your Pleaſure, Athenians, that I 
preſide over this wiſe, grave, and venerable 
Body, I muſt acquaint you, that I expect a 
great many Things of you; expect did I ſay? 
By the Pantheon I ſwear, I will inſiſt on it; 
and firſt of all, I am reſolved no Buſineſs ſhall 
be done here in a Morning; that, indeed, my 
Predeceſſor ſet an half Example of; but I mean, 
not till after Dinner, when People are good- 
humoured, and have got themſelves hearty. I 
obſerved, with Concern, when Niclas fat 
here, there were but nine Pritanes that ever 
opened their Lips; and why? Becauſe they 
were faſting. By the Oracle, no Man ſhall 
ſpeak here that can't prove he has drank three 
Times nine Doriclean Cups of Cyprus; and 
then there will be, let me ſee, an hundred and 
ſeventeen top Orators. There's Hye the 
younger would ſpeak well if he had Courage, 
and Edemus *, and Eubulus, and an hundred 
more in my Eye, and they ſhall have an Op- 
portunity. It's a ſtrange Thing, that good 
Senſe ſhould make Men ſneaking, and not only 
not ſpeak, but always look as if they were 
begging Pardon. I'll cure them, or Ill die by it. 
For my own Part, I'm twice the Man after 


Dinner 1 was before it; and if I don't make

was talking of bei 
N E and I beſpeak Good- humour 
you all. By the living Gods, if you be 
out of Humour with me, I'll ſhew you a fair 
Pair of Heels, and leave you to yourſelves ; I'll 
make a Hop, Step, and Jump, from the 
hair to the Apodyterium, walk over the Heads 
of my Men at Arms, and get into better Com- 
pany, before you can ſay, where is he? 
In the ſecond Place, I will revive an old Gre- 
cian Cuſtom, that any one who propoſes a new 
Law, ſhall move it with a Rope about his 
Neck, that, if it paſſes in the Negative, he 
be hanged under the Dial forthwith.. There's 
Bounifles *, and Metadorus, and five or ſix 
more, want to unite us with Macedon, and 
have a good while been projecting a chimerical 
Plan for the Purpoſe. Without Doubt, they 
are precious Reformers of every thing but 
themſelves, and they hope I ſhall join with 
them; but may the Gods and Goddeſſes con- 
found me, if I enter into their Projects. Water- 
drinking Puppies! who have juſt as much Senſe 
as I have Formality. Fine Politicians! to put 
Juice an hundred Mile off, and remove it 
om before their Doors! and what is worſe, I 
ſhall be nobody, if the Scheme takes, you will 
be nobody, and our Friends in the next Room 
will be nobody's nobody. 
« Thirdly, and, may be, laſtly, (juſt as I'm 
in the Humour) I will have you all know, and 
take Notice, that I won't ſuffer you to miſcall 
one another, as I have often obſerved it done, 
One lays, My worthy Friend on the Floor — the 
honourable Pritane above me — the learned Perſon 
in my Eye — when we all know there's neither 
Friendſhip, or Honour, or Learning 'among 
any of the three. But, before I end, (for I 
find it coming on) I muſt tell you, I will not 
A Mount, or Hill — One fond of Gifts.

permit any one to take Notes, or write ſhoft 
Hand here. Some Raſcal * or other took 

* down a Speech of my Friend Anaxacoras, 
and one of CeynisopboRus, and had them 
* publiſhed, and may, perhaps, ſerve me fo; 
but let him, it's the only one I am ever to make, 
unleſs to acquaint the Governor, on Occaſion, 
that we have done every Thing he deſires, and 
then a good Speech is ſoon made. 
© I ſhall ſay no more at preſent, Atheniaus, but 
© that, to the beſt of my Obſervation, it is near 
Dinner Time.” | | 
Though young DrMA DES was denied his Re- 
queſt, yet his Affability, and the Eaſe and Sinceri- 
ty with which he ſpoke, gained him great Applauſe 
over all Athens. If he was not as full of Dignity 
as his Predeceſſor, he was as full of Jokes, or, 
at leaſt, as fond of them as any in the PRIT A- 
NEUM, except old AsT1us. | 
Asrius (the dark Part of whoſe Life and 
Manners we have deſcribed from Lys1as, in out 
laſt Chapter, p. 19.) muſt now, as is but fair, be 
ſhewn on the bright Side of his Character, as ex- 
hibited by Pausantas. He had no fixed Prin- 
ciple either ot Vice or Virtue, as all his Principles 
were founded on his Paſſions, which were ſtrong 
and inconſtant, and was the true Reaſon that his 
moſt intimate Acquaintance could never pene- 
trate his Deſigns. A Knave by Principle lies 
open to every diſcerning Eye; the proud, the 
vain, the covetous, or ambitious Man gives the 
World a Key to unlock the deepeſt Receſſes of 
his Breaſt ; but when he is none, or all of them, 
by Turns, he is, conſequently, inſcrutable. 
People wondered when they heard any Thing of 
him that looked like Virtue, without conſidering 
that, in reality, he was not guilty; for though, 
once or twice in his Life, he did a good Action, 
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yet his Motives to it were bad envagh,.... 
ſtill kept in Character. The Deſire of beiuy 
thought cunaing, was the moſt obſervable of his 
ordinary Paſſions, and he ſucceeded too well; for 
all the World thought him a Knave, which he 
knew, without being diſturbed at it. To ſay the 
Truth, it proved an Advantage to him, as there- 
by he was rendered incapable of being a Princi- 
pal in any Party, which he had not Abilities to 
ſuſtain; but did very well as a Second in good 
Hands. Nici As made a Tool of him, whilſt he 
was all the while ſure, and often ſaid, he had Ni- 
Cas in leading Strings; but when the Particulars 
of the laſt League were diſcovered, it was diſcovered 
too that Nicias had always held him in the utmoſt 
Contempt, having concluded it not only without 
communicating the leaſt Particle of it to him, 
but making it impoſſible for AsT1vs, with all 
his Tricks and Arts, to ſee into the Scheme, 
even after DEMETRIUS PHALAREUS had opened 
it to NiciAs. | 
Here all the alternate Paſſions, that rid As- 
ius one after another, appeared to every Citi- 
zen of ATHEns. Firſt, his Pride made him 
outrageous, that he, of all Men, ſhould be fo 
ſhghted, and the Opinion had been entertained 
of his Cunning, in Danger of being loſt; next 
his Intereſt (which took its turn to ſway him) 
came into his Thoughts. Nictas had gotten 
him a yearly Penſion of Ter Talents during the 
Governor's Pleaſure only, and he ſaw it was now 
impoſſible to exert his favourite Diſpoſition of 
embroiling all Governors, without loſing it. 
Then Revenge threw him into Tranſports and 
Convulſions of Anger and Deſpair. He went 
round to the- Houſes of the Citizens to tell how 
baſely he had been uſed ; keeping an Eye on 
their Countenances all the while, which was no 
more than was needful to ſuppreſs their riſtble 
Faculties; but they took the Laugh out * 
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| &. To be laughed at, is the keeneſt 
zcamtant of Diſappointment, and wounds 
deeper than Reproach, including i:. it the Ideas 
en of Inſignificance and Impotence, as well as our 
* that it was juſt. No Man more ſenſible 
of this than As rius, and, conſequently, none 
more mortified by it. He try'd to laugh in his 
Turn, but laughed at the wrong Side of his 
Mouth *. He got about him as many of the 
young Pritanes as a good Table and dry Jokes, 
with the beſt Wines, could induce to keep him 
Company, and ſuited himſelf to every one's 
Inclinations, hoping to get them into his Train : 
But though they liked him for a Companion, 
they had no Notion of contracting Friendſhip 
with him. A Curtezan may have her Charms, 
but who will wed her ? | 
AsTius, in his Proſperity, had counted on 
many Friends, but found himſelf now reduced 
to two only, TEeMmEnus the Dorian, and P1s- 
THETES of Argos. Of all the Characters we have 
yet mentioned, TeMENus was, certainly, the 
moſt ſingular. He paſſed for a Fool, though he 
did not want Wit; and for a Miſer, though the 
moſt prodigal of Mankind. He thruſt himſelf 
into every Party, without knowing their Deſigns, 
or even their Perſons; and would tell all he had 
heard the Day before to one engaged againſt his 
Friends, and then aſk a third Perſon if that was 
not ſuch a one?
